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In  order  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  at  North,  East 
and  Hill  Schools,  a  re-organization  of  those  school*  and  the 
South  School  was  effected,  following  the  Thanksgiving  redess 
and  the  new  organization  of  these  schools  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year  was  as  follows  : 

North  1-4 

East  1-5        (Including  5th  from  North) 

South  1-2        (Including  1-5  from  Hill) 

South  3-S       (Including  1-5  from  Hill) 

Hill  6-7       ( Including  North,  Ea.  t,  South 

and    Hill.) 

During  the  Spring  Mrs.  Bedard,  who  has  taught  in  the 
West  and  Ea.  t  Schools  for  several  years,  resigned,  and  Mrs. 
Ethel  Feiler  substituted  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

For  next  year  Miss  Thelma  Johnson  is  to  have  the  East 
school.  The  sixth  and  seventh  grades  at  the  Hill  will  be  taught 
by  Mr.  George  11.  Wilber  of  Newingtion,  Conn.,  a  1938  gradu- 
ate of  the  Teachers'  College  of  Connecticut  with  a  degree  in 
Elementary  Education. 

Under  this  plan  there  are  four  schools  in  town  which  have 
6th  and  7th  grade  pupils.  These  are  Quassett,  Chandler,  Red- 
White,  and  the  Hill.  Of  course  the  number  in  these  grades  in 
Chandler  and  Quassett  is  very  small,  and  it  would  be  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  these  children  if  a  plan  cbuld  be  found  for  placing 
them  with  more  children  of  their  age. 

Late  in  the  afternoon  of  Friday,  October  15th,  1937  the 
West  Woodstock  School  house  burned  to  the  ground.  The  ori- 
gin of  the  fire  was  not  determined.  The  pupils  of  this  school 
were  carried  to  the  Red-White  School,  which  was  put  in  con- 
dition during  the  week  following,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
school  year.  This  was  intended  as  an  emergency  measure  and 
the  Board  of  Education  sought  some  plan  which  would  be- 
more  acceptable  to  a  majority  of  the  patrons  of  the  school.  No 
other  plan  could  be  worked  out  without  additional  expense, 
and  it  was  finally  decided  to  continue  with  the  Red-White 
school  during  the  coming  school  year. 
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The  report  of  the  School  Nurse,  Miss  Sara  M.  Kenyon,  to 
the  Supervisor  was  as  follows: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term  253  pupils  of  the  ele- 
mentary schools  were  given  physical  examinations,  consisting 
of  the  mouth,  throat,  vision,  hearing,  weight  and  height.  121 
High  School  pupils  also  had  eye  tests.  Defects  were  reported 
to  parents,  in  order  for  corrections  to  be  made.  Weight;  were 
taken  monthly,  heights  again  in  May. 

During  November  and  December  Dr.  Ernest  R.  Pike  held 
clinics  at  the  schools  in  order  to  give  the  diphtheria  toxoid  and 
small  pox  vaccine,  there  being  a  25c  charge  for  each  treatment. 
A  fair  per  centage  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity.  43  re- 
ceived toxoid,  24  were  vaccinated.  The  diphtheria  toxoid  was 
followed  up  in  April,  with  the  Schick  Test.    43  pupils  had  this. 

There  were  two  summer  round-ups  in  East  and  South 
Woodstock  in  the  Spring.  17  children  who  will  enter  school 
this  Fall  were  examined  by  Dr.  O'Malley,  the  State  Doctor. 

During  the  Spring-  Term,  Dr.  A.  E.  Parent  of  Putnam,  con- 
ducted dental  clinics  at  the  schools.     124  received  treatment. 

Cleaning,  101  ;  Filling,  21  ;  Extraction,  35.  19  had  free  den- 
tistry done.  The  expense  of  these  clinics  was  paid  largely  by 
the  Red  Cross  contributing  $50.00,  private  subsc  riptions. 
$25.00,  school  children,  $28.50. 

During  the  year  schools  took  up  individual  health  study. 

There  was  little  contagion  :  Diphtheria,  1  ;  Scarlet  fever,  4. 
Four  children  were  taken  to  free  clinics. 

Quite  a  large  amount  of  donated  clothing  was  distributed. 
Since  the  close  of  school  four  children  have  had  operations  for 
tonsils  and  adenoid;-.  The  expense  of  this  was  defrayed  by  the 
Red  Cross  contributing  $25.00,  individuals  $15.00. 

Number  of  school  visits  during  year,  388.  Number  of  home 
visits  during  year,  263. 

In  June,  a  class  of  27  pupils  was  graduated  from  our  eighth 
grade.

ANNUAL  REPORT  77 


Health  Officer's  Report 


There  have  been  only  twenty  caries  of  communicable  dis- 
eases reported  this  year.     These  were  divided  as  follows : 

2  chicken  pox 

1  diptheria 

2  measles 
1  mumps 

5     pneumonia 

8     scarlet  fever 

1     septic  sore  throat 

No  case  of  tuberculosis  has  been  reported  since  1933  and 
that  one  was  imported.  So  far  as  I  know,  there  has  not  been 
a  case  of  tuberculosis  of  the  glands  or  bones  (that  is  the  bovine 
form  of  tuberculosis)  in  town  since  the  cows  were  all  tuber- 
culin tested.  The  children  can  and  should  be  made  safe  from 
diphtheria  by  having  them  treated  with  toxin-anti-toxin  after 
they  are  six  months  old.  Vaccination  will  protect  them  from 
•mall  pox. 

Thirty  births  and  twenty-five  deaths  have  been  recorded. 
Of  these  births,  22  took  place  in  a  hospital.  I  am  told  of  two 
others  born  in  a  hospital  but  not  yet  reported  back  to 
Woodstock.  The  causes  of  death  were  divided  :  heart  troubles. 
10;  cancer,  5;  arteriosclerosis,  2;  cerebral  hemorrahage.  2: 
gangrene,  pulmonary  embolism,  diabetes,  kidney  trouble, 
suicide  and  atelectasis  each  one.  15  were  males  and  10  were 
females.     One  person  was  past  90  years  old,  5  were  between 
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81  and  90,     3  between  71  and  80,     13  between  60  and  70,  only 
5  under  60. 

The  slaughter  house  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Foskett  has  been  licen- 
sed. The  meat  is  all  being  officially  inspected  at  the  time  of 
slaughter. 

If  the  people  of  Woodstock  will  study  how  to  avoid  pol- 
lution of  the  wells  andi  streams  by  seepage  from  privies  and 
cesspools,  it  will  be  a  step  forward  in  the  care  of  public  health. 
Pamphlets  of  instruction  in  rural  sewage  disposal  can  lie  had 
for  the  asking.  Everyone  building  or  buying  or  moving  into  a 
new  home  should  be  sure  that  the  water  supply  and  sewage 
disposal  is  safe.
